FIERCE 
PANIC 
FOLLOWS 


RUN ON BANK. 


Hundreds of People Demand Return 


of Honey—Policemen Are 


Injured in Crush. 


NEW "YORK, January 11.—There was 


so great, a panic among a crowd of 5000 
persons-1 waiting ; to withdraw their de- 
posits from the- State Bank-on Grand 
street today that an.emergency detail, of 
police were called out to preserve order. 


Policemen were _ stationed . five or 
six 


feet apart for a distance of several blocks 
from -the bank. Despite .this display of 
force, the mob became, so excited that 
they rushed 'against a.- heavy iron railing 
around a light-well in front of the bank 
and tore it from 'its fastenings. To pre- 
vent .the crowds from falling into the well 
a detail of police,.foreed the crowd back 
just in tftne, but in the struggle three 
policemen were injured. 


Two women were also badly hurt, but 


both refiued to drop out of .line, so 
anxious were they to get their deposits. 


Meantime the bank was paying all who 


applied. According to Cashier Voorhees, 
the State Bank has in deposits : (10,500,- 
000, 
representing the savings of 5060 or

about 17,000,000 out on loans, a surplus ot

WASHINGTON, January 11.—Pres- 


ident Roosevelt continued today his 
conferences with members of Congress 
on the subject of the tariff revision 
and legislation providing for Increased 
powers of -the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 


One statement which stands out al- 


most u-ith the pre-eminence.of an of- 
ficial announcement is that unless Con- 
gress at its present session should en- 
act legislation looking to a revision of 
railroad freight rates an extraordinary 
session of the Fifty-ninth 
Congress 


will be called by the President to deal 
with the problem. 


It can be said that the President 


regards the Interstate Commerce ques- 
tion as the paramount subject now be- 
fore the American people. 


At the conference last Saturday he 


informed .those whom he had summon- 
ed into consultation that, in his judg- 
ment, the question of railroad freight 
rates was far more important than 
that of the tariff and that, while he 
desired a readjustment of the existing- 
customs duties, he would not permit 
any radical differences In the Repub- 
lican party on that question. He said 
definitely that he would call an extra 
session of Congress to consider Inter- 
state commerce legislation, unless def- 
inite action were taken by Congress on 
the subject at the present session. At 
that session, he hoped, tariff revision to 
the extent he had indicated, might be 
accomplished, but he made it perfectly 
clear that, in his mind, the overshad- 
owing issue was that of railroad freight 
rates. 


In a talk today with Speaker Can- 


non, 
who is recognized as being op- 


posed at this 'time to any revision o£ 
the tariff, the President reiterated his 
statement made at Saturday's confer- 
ence that, while he desired action on 
the question, he was willing to abide 
by the judgment of the Republican 
leaders in Congress, as he regarded the 
tariff matter as one which the chosen 
representatives 
of the American people " 


should determine. He indicated, in so 
many words, that, while fifty years 
hence practically nobody would be able 
to say whether the tariff duties on any 
given article at this time were fifty 
per cent ad valorem and nobody would 
care anything about what the duties 
were, the inter-state commerce ques- 
tion involved a principle dear to every 
right 
thinking 
and right minded 


American, precisely as the whole mat- 
ter of dealing with corporations in- 
volves a principle, and he would fight 
for that principle with all the power 
that in him lies. 


The President corroborated today the 


statement attributed to him that the 
tariff question was one merely of ex- 
pediency, which would be solved with- 
out friction between him and Congress. 
Any serious differences, he is known to 
have said, between him and the Cong- 
ress on the tariff revision matter are 
quite impossible. 


Speaker Cannon declined, when he 


left the White House, to discuss ser- 
iously the tariff revision question.

The hearing of the suit brought by

vin this morning. Taylor claims that lie 
has paid this amount into the association 
in dues and Installments on fifteen shares 
of stock. He also wants to stop the dis- 
solution of the company until his claim 
has been satisfied. 


On the side of the association it is 


stated that Taylor is not entitled to any 
such amount. 
In 1902 It is claimed >.hu 


company ceased doing business because 
it did not pay. 
The work of closing up 


the affairs was then begun and it Is 
alleged that Taylor is reaching forward 
and it is attempt-ing to get out of the com- 
pany without loss to himself and let it 
fall "on the other shareholders. 
The as- 
sets of the company amount to $14,909.117 
and there is due the shareholders S2:J,- 
713.ii5. 
What assets there are. are made 


up of realty which it Is stated cannot ue 
readily disposed o£ to advantage. 
Taylor claims th?,t he filed a notice of 
withdrawal before the company began to 
dissolve and says that there Is now In 
the treasury 5^.625.^8 enough to pay him 
his amount. His claim as to his notice 
ot withdrawal is disputed and upon these 
various points uvldence is now being 
heard.

An involved legal tangle, which has 


been occupying the attention of Judge 
Ellsworth for some days, growing out 
of an ejectment proceedings brought 
•by. Mary L. Scheithe against the Co- 
operative Meat Company was satisfac- 
torily settled this morning by a com- 
promise between the different parties 
to the action. 
Mrs. Scbelthe waived 


her 'damages and the Meat Company 
dismissed Its appeal from the judgment 
rendered against it by Justice of the 
Peace Quinn-and the action was dis- 
missed. 


Mrs. Scheithe was awarded a judgr- 


ment in her suit by Judge Qulnn and 
the attorney for the Meat Company 
then filed his notice of- an, appeal to 
•the Superior Court and filed a. bond. 
Opon this showing Judge Qulnn Issued 
a stay of execution of his original or- 
der. 


Attorney for Mrs. Scheithe then went 


into the Superior Court and brought 
an action against Justice Quinn for a 
writ of mandate to compel him to 
make the order upon the ground that 
the bond filed by his opponents was 
not a legal one and also asked for $75 
.damages for the delay made by his 
acceptance of the bond. 
Judge Ells- 


worth held that it was not in the 
province of a Justice of the Peace to 
inquire into the validity of a bond and 
the action for damages against him 
was then dismissed. 


The appeal was then dismissed by 


attorneys 
on the other side which 


made a writ of mandate unnecessary 
as the Justice's order was then in full 
force and effect and the contestants 
went away satisfied.

Some enemy of the Pacific Incinerating 


Company of "West Oakland attempted to 
blow up the company's plant Monday 
night together with half a dozen men who 
who were at work in the place at the 
time 
Tne dastardly act was partially 


successful, as a portion of tho works ivas 
destroyed. 


The company supposes that the explo- 


sive, a keg of powder, was introduced by 
being thrown into a wagon-load of refuse 
while the team was on its lounds 
\Vhen 


the load was emptied into the furnace the 
can of powder went with it 
Shortly af- 


ter the fire wafa stalted the po^ulei ex- 
ploded 
The large brick futnace was par- 


tially wrecked, heavy 
iron caps were 


blown oft the air vents, iron gratL bars, 
smashed and bricks and iron throun over 
the men who were at work on the plat- 
form above the furnace. 


The shock was felt for some distance 


around the works but on account of the 
isolated condition of the plant no othdr 
damage was done 
The trouble which has been e.\ibtlngj 
between the scavengeis and the mcine-i 
rating company foi some time has led ihei 
employes of the company to be on the 
lookout for some such incendiarism, but 
nothing so fiendish ub the blowing up of 
a plant, with possibly many people in it. 
was ever contemplated 
Vaiious threats 
have been repeated to the officials ot the 
company, and though they have no proof 
as to the guilty parties in this Instance, 
their suspicions are diiected against cei- 
tain indivduals whose names they will! 


not disclose 
Steps are bei'ng taken to 
tun down these clews. 
Frank Melbourne, superintendent of the 
plant, declares that the explosive was 
intended to wreck the plant 
That the 
fiend's purpose was not lully accom- 
plished was due to the size of the furnace 
and the lact that the torce of the ex- 
plofaion ivas somewhat broken by the es-

The following letter is self-expHrm- 


tory: 


"Oakland, Calif, January 10, 1905." 


" Mr. John L. Howard, Member of 


the City Council, Oakland, Calif., My 
Dear Sir:—As a citizen deeply inter- 
ested in the acquisition of a municipal- 
ly owned water supply and who has 
In the past labored with you in efforts 
to solve the problems connected with 
fauch acquisition, I venture to set be- 
fore you my views on the present as- 
pect of this general subject. 


"I am In Clearly sympathy with your 


desire that the city should purchase 
the Contra Costa Water Company's 
plant. If it can be done at a price not 
positively unreasonable and exhorbl- 
tant I have some doubt as to whether 
the present managers of the Contra 
Costa Water Company could sell that 
plant at a price a which either you or I 
would recommend Its purchase, even if 
t.iey had the disposition to do so. The 
present stock and bond issue of that 
corporation and its floating debt are 
the results of gross Inflation of values 
and financial jugglery, unfortunately 
altogether too common with public 
service and other large corporations, 
and it may he found that its mortgage 
and other debt Is so large that the di- 
rectors, representing the stockholders 
equity, would be precluded from sell- 
Ing- the plant except at a price thaj 
would be considered prohibitive by ajl 
fair-minded advocates of Its purchase. 
Nevertheless I believe the interests of 
ths city demand that a final effort be 
made in that direction. I am posi- 
tively opposed, however, to any con- 
demnation proceedings at this stag? 
except under stipulations, to which I 
feel sure the company would not con- 
sent. A resort to that method now 
would Involve serious and unwarranted 
delay, would tie construed as an ad- 
mission on the part of the city of the 
Impracticability of the Bay Cities Wa- 
ter Company's proposal and would cer- 
tainly 
cast 
serious and undeserved 


discredit upon that proposition. 


"For similar reasons, and In view of 


past experience, I have no faith In any 
arbitration scheme to which the com- 
pany would be likely to assent. 
The 


Contra Costa Water Company, having 
refused to name a price for Its plant, 
thus1 leaves as the final alternative 
for the Council, In Its effort to acquire 
that property, that It declare by reso- 
lution the maximum price at which It 
would submit to the voters a bonding 
proposition to acquire Yhe plant, thus 
giving the company an opportunity to 
agree thereto, If It so desires. 


"I do not think the Contra Costa 


Water Company is entitled to such 
consideration, as a matter of rlg-ht, 
but the possibility of success should 
justify the effort 
It would indicate 


the attitude of the Council, which I 
believe Is a fair one, would clear up 
much of the uncertainty now in the 
public mind as to the amount which 
the company would be willing- to ac- 
cept for its plant, and I believe would 
pavevthe Tvay for a more general ac- 
ceptance by our citizens of the Bay 
Cities proposition, If this flnal effort to 
acquire the existing plant should fall. 
I believe also that what I have here 
'suggested need not -and should not In- 
terfere with or delay the proceedings 
already begun for submitting- to vote 
the Bay Cities proposition, except In 
the event of tjie Contra Costa Water 
Company's prompt and legal assent and 
agreement to the price named by the 
Council. 


"In your argument before the Council, 


you pertinently alluded to the probable 
action of private parties, if confronted 
with a similar situation. Under such 
circumstances I think that the would- 
be buyer, If a level-headed business 
man, while disappointed at his inability 
to get from the owner a minimum or 
other price for the property he sought 
to purchase, would have made up his 
own mind as to the maximum price he 
could offer to pay rather than resort 
to the alternative with its admitted 
dlsadvanages to both parties. If actu- 
aed 
oy 
sound 
judgment 
rather 


than 
passion, 
the 
chances 
are 


that he would make to the owner such 
maximum bid and, in the event of that 
being rejected, would calmly face the 
alternative, feeling that he had ex- 
hausted every effort and could have 
no occasion for future regret. I would 
have the city pursue a like course. I 
believe the public has sufficient con- 
fidence 
In the Council to accept its 


judgment as to the amount of this 
maximum bid. 


"Having made the above suggestion, 


I do not hesitate to give expression to 
my own conviction as to the maximum 
price at which the interests of the city, 
under existing circumstances, would be 
subserved by the purchase of the Con- 
tra Costa Water Company's plant ex- 
cluding, of course. Its Berkeley and 
Alameda distributing: systems and the 
so-called "Thompson Wells," formerly 
used as a source of supply for Alameda. 


"1 would name ai the maximum price 


for the remainder of Its plant neces- 
sary for the use of the city of Oakland, 
and including the recently acquired Pi- 
nole property, five million dollars. This 
id ,in my judgment, a sum far in ex- 
cess of any fair valuation of the phy- 
sical plant. It is suggested with the 
full conviction that the plant proposed 
by the Bay Cities' Company is entirely 
feaslblp and ivould be easily worth two 
and a half or three million dollar? more 
than the above, as a water supply »y=- 
tem, without competition. But 
the 


city of Oakland Is Confronted with a 
condition of competition, with its at- 
tendant disadvantages, as an alterna- 
tive, and for this ipason only I would 
be vvllllns to advocate the purchase at 
the price I have mentioned. I am not 
Insensible to the difficulties involved 
in the operation of a competing plant 
but v\!th all these In mind, being fully 
convinced that the city ought to take 
over the business of supplying its citi- 
zens with water, I should prefer that 
the Bay Cities' proposed plant should 
be acquired with suitable guarantees 
lit protection of the city, rather than 
to acquire the existing one at a price 
higher than that I have mentioned. I 
should like to see the Contra Costa 
Water Company confronted with the re- 
sponsibility of either accepting or re- 
jecting such a liberal offer from the 
Council. I also believe that the diffi- 
culties of competition have been con- 
siderably magnified In quarters where 
they have thus far found expression. 


"I regret to hear the terms 'war' and 


'warfare' used so frequently In con- 
nection with the present status of this 
question 
It is quite possible that the 


city may later be involved in a com- 
petitive war of water rates but for the 
present the solution of this problem 
should be found within the realms of 
business, not of exterminating war- 
fare

If tht suspect is. not connected with 
the murder of the Oakland policeman, 
then he standb an excellent chance of 
facing charges of train robbery, as the 
Southern Pacific detectives say that he 
has long been under surveillance for a 
hold-up on the Illinois Central Railroad 
last August and on other lines. 


ACCUSED 
WOMAN. 


The prisoner walked Into the meshts of 
the law yesteroay when he swore to ai 
warrant charging Minnie M Segger, with 
whom he formerly lived, with blgams 
While an interlocutory decree ot dnorce 
from Harry Segger had several months to 
run, 
Baddeley alleged, the woman mar- 
ried Bobby" Johnson, a pugilist, at Mo- 
desto. 
The woman turned upon Baddeley in 
retaliation of his act of Jealousy and told 
Captain of Police Burnett that Baddeley' 
was a member of the gang of train rob- 
bers that operated so boldly last summer 
on the Rio Grande and other roadB on 
the other side of the Rockies. Her story 
was straightforward and plausible, and- 
it was not long till Baddeley was behind 
the bars 
He laughed at the statement of his 
former pai amour, declared that she had 
read yellow novels too much, and assured 
the detectives that she was merely try- 
ing to turn the tables on him. At flm he 
said he instituted prosecution of 
the 
woman "in the interest of law and order,' 
but later he admitted that he swore to 
the complaint because he wanted to "get 
even" for her desertion of htai. 
Captain Burnett believed 
that

sufficient 
corroboratlon 
of 
ths 
woman's story to justify holding Badde- 
ley for further Investigation. Mrs Seg- 
ger produced a number of letters that 
Baddeley had written to her while lie 
was in St. Louis last summer during the 
hold-up season. She says that three let- 
ters, in which he described the robbery of 
trains In which he had participated, wer« 
taken from her by a deputy sheriff at 
Newman, Stanislaus 
counts', and 
.or- 
warded to Detective O'Keefe In Chicago. 


LETTERS ARE BAD. 


But among the letters still in her 
possession, all of which were profuse 
with expressions of affection for herself. 
Baddeley had written the following, under 
a St Louis date: 
11 have started to lea-ve my whiskers 
grow already. They are making my face 
sore, but I will not have a shave until 
I leave this part of the country. Don t 
show thfs letter "or tell any one too much. 
Just say that I have gone East. 
"If I have luck we can go to Hot 
Springs, Ark., together; that Is, I will 
meet >ou at some place we can appoint 
after a while, if I am not run to earth. 
In that case I won't need any springs 
or anything else but a box. 
Then 1 
would meet Christ that you all are afraid 
of." 


SUSPECTED OF MURDER. 


As to the Oakland murder charge, th: 
detectives say that they have suspected 
Baddeley from the start but have been 
unable to obtain any evidence against 
him. 
Detective Holland of Oakland spent 
several days in San Francisco trying to 
get some clew connecting him with the 
crime, but was unable to do so. Bad- 
deley has been living at 833 Howard 
street with a man known as "Mickey." 
The prisoner first said his roommate's 
name was Ed Quinn, but later changed 
It to Fllnn. 


• I am a hard working carpenter," 
declared Baddeley In his statement last 
night, and he exhibited calloused hands 
In evidence. "I am not a train robber 
and have never been one. Joe Palmer 
is a blacksmith and carriage-maker in 
Frankfort, Missouri, and is an Intima'e 
friend of mine 
We worked together on 
the Fair buildings in St. Louis, and tliat 
Is where I became acquainted with him. 
I do not know of any men named Zip 
and Pete. 
"That woman must have been read- 
ing too many of these yellow novels. 
She Is simply spinning this yarn to get 
even with me. 
We lived together for 
about eighteen months and conducted a 
dance hall at Newman. We had a row 
and she ga\e me the worst of It in set- 
tling up the business 
All she gave me 
as my share in the dance hall was 1160. I 
then went to St Louis 
She was married 
to Harry J. Seggar, a cakewalker, at 
Reno five years ago.

Councillor, appointed him to the body of 
dentists and gave him many presents 
Dr Sylvester was the pioneer American 
dentist In Berlin, having come here thirty 
yeais ago.

Recently Dr Svlvester had been suffer- 
ing from a severe attack of influenza and 
for two or three days past he had talked

Hon. Frank P. Flint of Los Angeles has been selected by the Re- 


publicans in the Legislature to succeed Mr. Bard in the Senate. It 
is gratifying that the choice was so promptly made and so worthily be- 
stowed. Without disparagement of other aspirants for the Senatorship, 
it can truthfully be said that Mr. Flint is a man of honor and capacity. 
He will ably and faithfully represent the interests of California in the 
Upper House of Congress. He can be relied on to loyally serve his 
constituents and devote his full powers to the cause of good govern- 
ment. 


Under the circumstances Mr. Flint was the logical candidate. A 


distinguished citizen of Los Angeles, he was the choice of two-thirds 
of the Senators and Assemblymen from the group of counties below 
Tehachapi, and there was a tacit acknowledgment that th'e section em- 
bracing those counties should be allowed to name the Senator provid- 
ing the Republicans resident there could practically unite on a candi- 
date acceptable to the mass of Republicans in other parts of the State. 
Mr. Flint was acceptable to the State at large and he was united on by 
the Republicans of the extreme Southern counties. His election fol- 
lowed as a matter of course. That result has been the logic of the sit- 
uation all along. 


While the new Senator is a citizen of Los Angeles he resided for 


many years in San Francisco and is \\idely and favorably known in 
this section of i California. 
His support showed that he was not a 


sectional candidate at all. He will not be a sectional Senator. 
He 


was warmly supported by the city of his former residence and the city 
of his adoption. He \\as the choice of both San Francisco and Los An- 
geles, and his strength was widely distributed—more widely, in fact, 
than that of any other candidate. 


The Republican majority in the Legislature are to be congratulat- 


ed for selecting for Senator a man so well qualified and so obviously 
popular with the people. They did well to settle the Senatorial succes- 
sion without any unnecessary delay.

THE TRIBUNE extends its congratulations and good wishes 


to Hon. Frank P. Flint. He made a clean, honorable fight and won 
on his merits. We are confident he will be a credit to California. 


The attempt to blow up the crematory of the Pacific Incinerating 


Company shows to what criminal lengths the gang fighting the garb- 
age ordinance will go. Neither murder nor arson is stopped at in the 
effort to prevent the enforcement of health regulations. The dastardly 
character of this latest outrage suggests the necessity for repressive 
measures of a sterner sort than have hitherto been taken. The methods 
of the Sicilian Mafia and the Russian nihilist should not be tolerated 
-in this community. 


Attorney-General Moody has followed up his attack on the paper 


trust with an assault on the meat trust, which is about the meanest cap- 
italistic combination in America. It is worse even than the New 
York' ice trust. The meat trust cinches both producers and consumers 
and tyrannizes over the retailers. It is levying blackmail on the stom- 
achs of the poor and confiscating the legitimate profits of the stock- 
raisers. If the agreement of the firms in the combine to sell at a fixed 
price and to buy at a figure of their own making is not an unlawful 
combination in restraint of trade we are at a loss to understand the 
meaning of the term. If trade is not restrained by preventing all com- 
petition in buying and selling then it cannot be restrained. 


Senator Bard has found out that although the office may seek the 


man once it is not likely to do so a second time unless he has made 
good on important questions. 


The desire of Governor Pennypacker of Pennsylvania to muzzle 


the press does not indicate a desire to muzzle the grafters. They all 
second the Governor's motion. 


William Whitman of Boston has issued a pamphlet stating his 


objections to reciprocity "on Constitutional and practical grounds." 
His argument reminds one of the contention of the free traders that 
a protective tariff was unconstitutional. If Mr. Whitman thinks there 
is any merit in his objections he should carry them to the United States 
Supreme Court. 


One ballot was sufficient to prick the Bard bubble. The Junior 


Senator received only 22 votes—just three more than were cast for 
Fisk—and only 8 from the seven counties south of Tehachapi. 
The 


extravagant claims of the Bard partisans proved no holiower than we 
supposed, however. 


A Bad Outlook For Russia, 


Russia seems to be in the predicament vulgarly described as be- 


ing between the devil and the deep sea. The Czar's ministers do not 
know whether to make overtures for peace or continue the war against 
Japan. -It is a choice 01 evils, and a popular convulsion is threatened 
whichever is chosen. 


The war continues to expose the financial and military weakness 


of the' Empire, and the popular discontent at home communicates de- 
moralization to the troops in the field while adding to the embarrass- 
ments of internal administration. 


Kuropatkin cannot make an aggressive move without courting 


disaster, and he is relatively much weaker than he was bofore the fall 
of Port Arthur, for Stoessel's surrender has given Oyama a reinforce- 
ment of 50,000 or 60,000 seasoned soldiers flushed with victory and in- 
spired with confidence in their own invincibility. The surrender of 
Port Arthur has added to the discouragement of repeated de/ieats suf- 
fered by Kuropatkin's army. While Oyama is being rapidly rein- 
forced, it is impossible to transport considerable bodies of troops across 
Siberia in midwinter. 


Tb make matters worse, the Baltic fle<?i is in the same sort of 


quandary that the government faces at home and Kuropatkin fronts in 
Manchuria. 
It must either beat an inglorious retreat or sail on to al- 


most certain destruction. It is powerless to strike Japan and is costing 
the government dear to keep it in commission. 


There is insurrection in the Caucasus and the Poles'are threaten- 


ing to rise in rebellion. The Zemstvos, representing the landed inter- 
ests of Russia proper, are resolutely insisting on administrative reforms 
and the abatement of excessive taxation while the Socialists are fo- 


f menting a bold and outspoken agitation in favor of a complete change 


in the form of government. No wonder the Czar and his advisers are 
beset by perplexities which increase in number as the war wears on. 


Peru is planning to buy a navy and let loose the dogs of war.

San Francisco Call Qsves Advice 


About to Oakland Water 


Proposition. 


(San Francisco Call, January II, 1905.) 


Oakland had a clear sheet on which to write a municipal water 


policy that would protect her people 'against bad administration, 
and insure a thoroughly business-like policy in acquiring and running 
a municipal plant. There has been progress in the world in these 
matters, and there is an accumulation of experience for the guidance 


of the future. It is settled in this country and in Europe that no pri- 
vate plant should be le£ in the field to compete with a public plant, and 


tha,t the cost of the public plant should rest upon it alone, leaving the 
public credit free. It is also settled that the organization of the munici- 
pal government should have the official machinery required in the 
creation and operation of a public plant, and that this official ma- 
chinery should be permanent, resting upon merit, and not subject to 
the political changes of personnel, which are inevitable in a govern- 
ment resting on suffrage. 
Our sister city seems to have turned her 


back on each of these settled principles and, as might have been ex- 


pected tinder such circumstances, favors a proposition that is open to 


all of the objections that may be brought against municipal ownership 
and to others, more serious, that inhere in the specific plan adopted. 


We regret that this noted California city has refused to make a 


new datum line:, from which all future experiments in municipal 
trading would be measured. With such an opportunity to prove that 


a municipal plant can be bought on its own credit and successfully 


run and paid for out of its own revenues, leaving the public credit 


free for use in the desirable public improvements which press upon 
. \ 


all modern cities, it is regrettable that Oakland should prefer to imi- 
tate the worst policies of the past, rather than take the honor of 


originating the better policy of the future.

It will be noticed that a refusal to make a municipal water plant 


carrv its own bonds and its own cost of administration is a signifi- 
cant admission that municipal ownership is a failure. 
The propo- 


nents of that policy should be glad of the chance to prove that its 


administration can be as economical and as business-like as that of 
a private plant. When they have the chance to prove this, and 


refuse it, they cannot complain if the opponents of municipal social- 


ism take advantage of their refusal.

In ...the Oakland proposition are certain singular . features that 


may be examined independently of any views for or against .munici- 
pal ownership. With the power to condemn the existing plant and 
-5p eliminate its competition, it is proposed to bond the city for a 
plant that is not yet in existence, and whose rights to any water 
are in litigation, and the city is denied the right to make any con- 
tract for that plant until after its hands are tied by voting the bonds. 
Tha,t is to say, the people are asked to,vote bonds, tie their hands, mort- 
gage the public credit, leave a competitor in the field, without having 
any contract for anything. As the plant for which the bonds are to be 


voted was condemned by the only expert who has examined it, and as 


the bonds are to be pledged in advance of any contract for the delivery 


of any specified quantity of water, and as the sellers propose to use wood 
pipe instead of iron, the project seerns to be in discord to all business 


principles. 


If our interest in such public questions and our friendly interest 


in our neighboring city qualify us to advise, we would surely advise 


the people of Oakland to insist upon a complete contract before they 
vote on bonds, and to vote down all bonds until they have a contract 
and know for what they are voting. The expenditure of approximately 
$6,000,000 without any contract would revolt any .business man. No 


individual, firm or corporation would think of doing such an unbusi-J 


ness-like thing; then why should a city tamper with the public credit to 
do it? We have seen no reason given either by members of the city 
government or the sellers of the proposed plant for refusing to make a 
contract before voting bonds. 


The spirit if not the letter of the law for such bond issues is that 


the people in voting on bonds vote to ratify or reject a contract. In 
Oakland they are asked to vote millions to a. project for which there 
is no contract. 'We regard such a vote as void in law. Of course the 


implication is that the proposed contract has features which the people 
would not indorce, therefore these must be concealed. All proper pol- 
icy and all fair dealing require that the people shall have the contract 


before them to ratify'or reject as they see fit. Instead'of this the people 
are asked to mortgage their property for millions to carry out a con- 
tract which they are not permitted to see. Such a proposition has in 
it the elements of all kinds of loss, scandal and trouble, and it should be 
stopped now by making a contract and letting the people see it and 


votfe upon it.

If we cannot have the satisfaction of seeing a right start made 


by basing the bonds on the plant they create, we can have the satis- 
faction of advising that at least the people, who are to pay the bill, 
be permitted to see the contract on which they are voting.

of the Japanese naval- staff at Eort Ar- 
thur, who was detailed to examine the 
HusMan war vessels, makes the following 
report -on their condition: 


"The Corvettes DJlglt and RasboynlU 


and the sloop Zahlyaka have hitherto 
been unaccounted for.

Scientific Investigation at 


University of 


Problem, 


BERKELEY, January 11.—A num- 


ber of University students who lived 
on fruits, nuts and other articles of 
diet prescribed by Professor M. E. Jaf- 
fa, with other adults carrying out sim- 
ilar instructions, furnished the medium 
for scientific investigations of food val- 
ues, the results of which are contained 
in a compilation of bulletins, issued to- 
day by the agricultural department of! 
the State University. 


The experiments uere made on the' 


University campus, In buildings sped- I 
ally arranged for the work. All the j 
work was clone in co-operation with [ 
the United States-Department of Ajr- 
riculture. 
Because of its fame as a fruit pro- 


ducing State, it was deemed desirable 
by those in charge of the matter to i 
make the examinat.on of foods deal \ 
principally with fruits. 


Concerning- this phase of the sub- 
ject. Professor Jaffa says: 


"Fruit is cons.derecl by the majority 


of persons as an accessory or sup- 
plementary food, eatecl for its agreeable 
flavor or supposed hygienic value or 
medicinal Virtues, rather than as a 
staple article of diet. Perhaps for th's 
reason very little scientific study has. 
been given to fruit, as compared with j 
the investigations 
uhich 
have been | 


carried on in connection with other, 
mere common food materials. Cheml- | 
cal anal.\»'s has shown the compara- 
tive composition of fruits, but our 
knowledge of their dietetic value, di- 
gestibility and 
comparative cost as 
sources of nutriment s far from com- 
plete. In view or these facts it was 
thought best that California should 
undertake, as her share of the nutri- 
tion investigations 
made under the 
auspices of the United States Depart- 
ment of Argiculture studies of the nu- 
tritive value and dlgestibilty of fruit. 
Perhnps no State in the Union is in 
better condition to exploit such prob- 
lems. Xo month in the j'ear finds the 
California market without fresh fruit 
of local production and many people 
are to be found in the State uho make'

Although the Merchants' Bank made 


a good start In the college town, Pres- 
ident Page states that the deposits 
and business of the concern have not 
been large enough to warrant its con- 
tinuing in business.

Botanist Needed to Ex- 


amine Stuff Sold 


to Farmers, 


BERKELEY, Jan. IV— Seeds that 


are dangerous to agriculturists are sold 
constantly, according to Professor E. 
"W. Hilgard of the Agricultural De- 
partment and these seeds, covered with 
parasites that are likely to do great 
damage, he declares should be exam- 
ined before being allowed to be sold. 


To provide for such examinations, 


Professor Hilgard is anxious to have a 
botanist appointed, in addition to his 
staff now working in the Agricultural 
Department. - It would be this botan- 
ist's duty to determine the presence 
or absence of seeds of noxious weeds. 
This need of the Department he wishes 
to have made the subject of legislativee 
action in the same way the fertilizer 
bill was passed two years ago. 
Professor Hilgard makes the matter 


a subject of special comment in his 
annual report this year, recently is- 
sued, saying: 


"A branch of economic botany that 


should as soon .as possible receive prac- 
tical attention Is the employment of a 
duly qualified person for the exami- 
nation of seeds sent for determination 
of the presence or absence of seeds of 
noxious weeds. Especially is this the 
case with the seeds of alfalfa and var- 
ious clovers, so commonly commingled 
with those of the redoubtable parasite 
of those plants, the dodder. It seems 
as 
though 
the purchaser of seeds 
should be entitled to at least as much 
protection as the purchaser of ferti- 
lizers. As a rule, the contamination 
of seeds is due rather to carelessness 
than to Intention to defraud; yet the 
sale of stale seeds, not infrequently 
"doctored" to appear fresh, and the 
admixture of such old and dead or 
weak seeds -with fresh ones, is but too 
common, and such frauds (are, 
like 
those in the fertilizer trade, beyond 
the ken of the vast majority of farm- 
ers. It seems but just that in view of 
the great injury thus so often brought 
about, not only in the loss or deterior- 
ation; of a year's crop, but also in tlie 
introduction of weeds or otherwise 
noxious plants, some special protective 
statute should be enacted against the

La Crosse, 
tc.. R. R. Co. v. Vanderpool, and the 
ollowing is an extract from said decision: 
"Why Include a railroad bridge" any

The Century Dictionary defines "struc- 
ure" as follows: 
"That which Is built or constructed, in 


he widest sense, any production or piece 
f work artificially built up, or composc-d 
if parts Joined together in some • definite 
manner; any construction."

So, assuming "that our. Supreme Court 
would place the same construction upon 
t that was given it by the court in the 
case above referred to, it would seem 
hat Sections 37 and 38 could be 
trued to Include a macadamized road, 
and It would seem that your honorable 
body by a vote of two-thirds of your 
members could, with the consent of tho 
contractor, change the plans and speclll- 
cations to the extent designated in the 
said sections of the County Government 
Act above referred to. 
As to the Board shifting or changing 
the location of the road, I would not ad- 
vise such action In this matter.

In 
a general nay, H follows the Brough- 
ton act which obtains in large cities, 
•which supplements sealed bids by oral 
bids accompanied with cash which may 
be made after the sealed bids have been 
opened and read. The system now fol- 
lowed by Supervisors is to advertise for 
bids on any franchise for which appli- 
cation has been made 
These bids are 


handed in up to a certain date and 
hour, at which time they are opened 
and read and the franchise is award- 
ed to the highest bidder. 
If the Mc- 


Cartney bill shall obtain, the fran- 
chise may be put up at auction im- 
mediatelj after the contents of the 
sealed bids are declared, the franchise 
going to the highest cash bidder. 


This system has recently worked 


well in Oaklard and Los Angeles and 
it is understood the proposed measure 
will be favorably considered by many 
members of both houses because it 
insures a larger revenue from v aluable 
fianchise sales which, heretofore, have 
gone for very insignificant sums.
